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The collection of which an account is given in this paper 
was made by Dr. Malcolm Smith and Mr. Boden Kloss during the 
course of an expedition to the Lang Bian plateau, S. Annam, French 
Indo-China, 

The collecting stations to which reference is made were:?—

Owing to the fact that the collecting of butterflies was only 
a secondary object of the expedition the series obtained was not 
a very large one, but several specimens of considerable interest 
were secured. 

Herr Fmhsfcoefer, who with a number of trained collectors 
visited much the same district in 1901, has recorded in Seitz’s “ Mac- 
ro-lepiJoptera of the World” a number of butterflies of the 
country, I have combined the results of the expedition of Smith 
and Kloss with Fruhstorfer’s records in Seitz. 

It should, however, be understood that the “ Macro-1 epidop- 
tera of the World” is incomplete and does not include the Lycani- 
dra and Hesperildan
